piece was preceded by the Overture to Oscar and Malvina, played in 
admirable style. Mr. J. Vining was a most efficient representative of 
the Gypsey hero ; indeed, it was one of tle best melo-dramatic per- 
formances we have witnessed for alongtime. Fie! MMessieurs les Di- 
recteurs, to make ‘Miss Pincott, one of the prettiest little creatures on 
the English stage, play an aged woman, (Marian Moome). Where 
is your gallantry, Messieurs ?—or did you give Miss Pincott that part 
to prove the versatility of her talent? If that was your aim you ac- 
complished it, for the young lady acquitted herself excellenthy, and 
transferred herself completely from the age of 19 to 90. 


DHapmarket Cheatre. 

Last night, at this Theatre, after the comic trifle of NethingSuper- 
fluous, the Comedy of The Hypocrite was performed. The Hypocrite 
was very ably personated by Mr. Farren, and although it wanted the 
oily smothness of Dowton’s Dr. Cantwell, still it was a chaste, vigorous 
and finished piece of acting. The seene which struck us as Farren’s 
best, was that in which after being detected by Sir John Lambert, he 
throws off the mask, and presuming on his possession of certain deeds, 
commands his patron to quit the house ; here his looks and manner, 
bore all the marks of triumphant villainy ; and his consternation and 
despair on discovering the true nature of the deed, were also depicted 
with great skill. Liston’s Maw-worm was irresistibly comic, and drew 
forth repeated burats of laughter and applause. Mrs. Glover's Old 
Lady Lambert was, certainly, one of the most perfeet exhibitions of 
character we know of ; her expression of countenance, her quiet move- 
ments, and her uplifted eyes and hands, were in perfect keeping as 
the old devotée, Miss F. H. Kelly played the coquetish Charlette 
with fascinating vivacity ; and Mrs. Faucit, as Young Lady Lambert, 
looked the very woman to lead Dr. Caniwell inte a fool’s paradise.— 
In Charles the Twelfth, which followed, Mrs. Humby resumed her 
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part of Eudiga, and was welcomed with continued plaudits :—she 
was encored in ‘ Rise, gentle Moon.’ Peter Smink concluded. The 


house was well attended in all parts.
